WASHINGTON (AP) - P res­ 
iden t Nix o n ’s chief eco n o mist 
said to day co n su m ers sho u ld 
ex p ect rap id in creases in fo o d 
p rices in the n eighbo rho o d o f 10 
p er cen t o v er the n ex t six 
mo n ths befo re the rate lev els 
o ff. 
Dr. Herbert Stein , chairm an 
o f the Presiden t’s Co u n cil o f 
Eco n o mic Adv iso rs, gav e the 
glo o my fo recast at a n ews co n ­ 
feren ce bu t still su ggested that 
the in flatio n rate will be better 


than it was in the first half o f 
this y ear. 
Stein said that it will tak e 
so me time befo re fo o d su p p lies 
catch u p with co n su mer de­ 
man d an d with risin g in co mes. 
He said that p o ssibly by the 
en d o f 197 4 , co n su mers might 
see so me declin e in fo o d p rices. 
Bu t he said he is n o t v ery co n ­ 
fiden t o f that. 
In the first half o f this y ear, 
retail fo o d p rices hav e so ared 
u p ward by m o re than 20 p er 


cen t. In p redictin g “fairly rap id 
rises in fo o d p rices” o v er the 
n ex t six mo n ths, Stein said in 
resp o n se to a q u estio n that 10 
p er cen t is “in the ball p ark ” 
o f what the admin istratio n feels 
will hap p en . 
Stein also co n ceded that it 
was p ro bably a mistak e o n the 
adm in istratio n ’s p art to p u t 
ceilin gs o n m eat earlier this 
y ear an d to try to co n tro l farm 
p rices in directly . 
Bu t he said tho se mo v es 


p ro bably help ed in headin g o ff 
mo re restrictiv e co n tro ls which 
he said might hav e cau sed 
mo re dam age to the eco n o my . 
The referen ce ap p aren tly was 
to mo v es in Co n gress to try to 
o rder p rice ro llback s. 


Stein said that the sharp dro p 
in who lesale p rices in Sep tem­ 
ber will be reflected in retail 
fo o d p rices to so me degree, bu t 
n o t as mu ch as o ccu rred in the 
who lesale p rice in dex .

Ho wev er, the go v ern m en t, u s­ 
in g seaso n al adju stmen t fac­ 


to rs, figu red that to tal emp lo y ­ 
men t adv an ced by 7 00,000. The 
wo rk fo rce was u p by 7 50,000 o n 
a seaso n ally adju sted basis. 
Seaso n al adju stm en t is u sed 
by go v ern men t statistician s to 
disco u n t seaso n al flu ctu atio n s 
in jo b p attern s. 
The Sep tem ber figu res are a 
classic ex amp le o f the way that 
techn iq u e can sho w a rise in 
the n u mber o f p eo p le wo rk in g 
an d the labo r fo rce when there 
is an actu al declin e. 
There were sm all actu al de­ 
clin es in the wo rk fo rce an d the 
n u mber o f p eo p le wo rk in g. Bu t 
becau se these declin es were n o t 
as sharp as u su al fo r this time 
o f y ear, the go v ern men t rep o rt­ 
ed p ap er in creases. 
The Nix o n adm in istratio n has 
p redicted that the jo bless rate 
wo u ld fall to abo u t 4 .5 p er cen t 
o f the wo rk fo rce by the en d o f 
the y ear, then rem ain at that 
lev el well in to n ex t y ear. 


There was n o chan ge in the 
jo bless rate fo r m ajo r gro u p s in 
the labo r fo rce. 
Fo r heads o f ho u seho lds it 
was 2.7 p er cen t, m arried men 
2.1 p er cen t, adu lt men 3.1 p er 
cen t, adu lt wo men 4 .8 p er cen t 
an d teen -agers 14 .4 p er cen t. 
Fo r black wo rk ers, the u n em­ 
p lo y men t rates held at 9.4 p er 
cen t. It was 4 .2 p er cen t fo r 
white wo rk ers. 
Fo r Vietn am v eteran s fro m 
20 to 24 , the jo bless rate fell 
fro m 10.1 p er cen t to 7 .6 p er 
cen t.

The av erage wo rk week in ­ 
creased slightly to 37 .2 ho u rs 
last mo n th.

er; jet engines that could run at 
higher temperatures, giving more 
power with less pollution; the effi­ 
cient conversion of solar energy to 
e!ec*tricity. 
According to one scientist. Dr. 
Harry C. Gatos of Massachusetts In­ 
stitute of Technology, the ultimate 
impact of controlling the chemical 
composition and structure of mate­ 
rials “ is beyond the most far-out sci­ 
ence-fiction type of imagination.” 


Nader, v illain 
or hero? 


It’s news of some kind when a 
businessman has nice words to say 
about Ralph Nader. No less than the 
president of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce of the United States has done 
just that.' 
The consumer advocate has been 
described in some quarters as “ an 
enemy of the system.” But if busi­ 
nessmen would “ look with fresh 
eyes at Ralph Nader and the kind of 
consumerism he represents,” they 
would realize that “ his commitment 
is to make the system work,” says 
Edward B. Rust, who is also presi­ 
dent of the six companies in the 
State P'arm Insurance group. 
“ The whole point of Nader,” says 
Rust, “ —so obvious that it is often 
overlooked— is his single-minded 
dedication to making the free enter- 
pri.se system work as it’s supposed 
to 
to make marketplace realities 
out of the very virtues that business­ 
men ascribe* to the system.” 
That, he .says, “ suggests a con­ 
siderable degree of faith in the sys­ 
tem and contrasts sharply with the 
revolutionary who would tear it 
down,” 
Well, you w'in some and you lose 
some. 
At about the same time that Rust 
was praising the Caesar of the con­ 
sum erism 
m ovem ent, 
another 
source was challenging him to put 
his convictions where his mouth is. 
The point of contention was Na­ 
der’s recent charge that “ there’s no 
question that the oil industry has 
lM?en 
calculatingly 
developing 
a 
short-term energy crisis in order to 
get what it wants out of Washing­ 
ton.” 
The claim 
is “ nonsense—and 
stale nonsense, at that,” counters 
the American Petroleum Institute. 
“ If Mr. Nader has facts to back 
up his charge,” the A P I says, “ as a 
citizen he should present the infor­ 
mation to a grand jury. If he has no 
such proof, he is doing the public a 
disservice by adding to the confusion 
surrounding the energy issue.” 
The energy shortage is “ real and 
will not go away any time soon,” 
says the institute, maintaining that 
“ the basic cause has been years of 
indecision over national energy poli­ 
cies.” 
If the effect of Nader’s blast 
against the oil industry is to encour­ 
age Americans to go their merry en­ 
ergy-consuming w ays, it would 
seem that it would be a less-than-de- 
sirable consequence of his dedica­ 
tion to making the free enterprise 
system work, as the Chamber of 
Com m erce president gives him 
credit for. 
But w hatever one’s feelings 
about business or consumerism, it 
has to be agreed that Ralph Nader 
makes waves.

Soc ial Sec urity spiral 


B y D O N O A K L E Y 
Chances are virually nil that Con­ 
gress will pass the “ refundable” 10 
per cent income tax surcharge Pres­ 
ident Nixon is considering as an anti- 
inflationary measure. 
But the fact is that the govern­ 
ment is going to take a bigger tax 
bite out of millions of workers’ pay­ 
checks anyway, beginning Jan . 1, 
1974, and as far as they are con­ 
cerned, the effect will be the same as 
if income taxes went up by a sim ilar 
amount. 
Next year, workers will pay a 
maximum of $737.10 into Social Se­ 
curity (matched by a like contribu­ 
tion from their employers). That 
will represent an increase of $105.30 
over this y e a r’s m axim um of 
$631.80. 
The increase is not an actual hike 
in the Social Security tax rate. What 
Congress did last July, when it voted 
to increase the average retired work­ 
er’s benefits by a modest $16 a 
month beginning next Ju ly, was 
simply to raise the tax base—the 
amount of earnings from which de­ 
ductions are taken—to $12,600 in 1974 
instead of the scheduled $12,000. 
The 1973 base is $10,800. 
For those who will earn $10,800 or 
less this year and next 
there will 
thus be no change, but for others, a 
tax increase is a tax increase is a tax 
increase. 
True, Social Security taxes are in 
theory “ refundable” upon a work­ 
er’s retirement. Contrary to what a 
lot of people believe, however, the 
money they pay into Social Security 
does not go into some kind of person­ 
al savings account held by the gov­ 
ernment, which they will begin to 
draw upon when they retire. It goes 
to pay benefits to those currently 
retired. 
The Social Security benefits to­ 
day’s worker will receive when he 
»•etires will not be his own money— 


that will he long gone—hut that 
which will then be deducted from the 
earnings of younger workers, many 
of them yet unborn. And if the his­ 
tory of Social Security is any guide, 
the burden that tomorrow’s workers 
w ill be carrying will he far, far high­ 
er than that of today’s workers. 
Consider that in 1949, the maxi­ 
mum Social Security contribution 
was only $60. That year, the Social 
Security tax accounted for a mere 4 
per cent of federal revenues. Today, 
it represents about 23 per cent and is 
the fastest growing tax in the budg­ 
et. 


Despite every criticism that can 
he made of it, of course. Social Se­ 
curity is here to stay. In the genera­ 
tion since it was first instituted as a 
defense against outright destitution, 
it has come to be the major, if not the 
only, source of income in the budgets 
of millions of retired middle class 
Americans. 
Social Security is, also, backed 
by the integrity and the treasury of 
the nation itselU It will work as long 
as the United States itself is a going 
concern. 


Yet certain aspects of the system 
give pause for thought. Chief among 
them is the fact that the contribu­ 
tions of younger participants have 
had to be ever-increased to meet the 
claims of the ever-growing numbers 
of those attaining retirement ag e- 
even disregarding increases in abso­ 
lute benefits which Congress has 
regularly been obligated to vote 
(and has now made automatic) in 
order to counter inflation’s inroads 
into the value of the dollar. 
Yet simple mathematics tells us 
that there has to be a limit as to how 
high Social Security taxes can go, 
and the question is whether we are 
not rapidly approaching that limit, 
and if so, whether there is not a bet­ 
ter way of doing things.

cept the Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration, it seems. On 
Jan. 17 the FD A published an 
outrageous set of proposed 
regulations on vitamins and 
food supplements in the Fed­ 
eral Register. B y this action, 
a form of legislation - by.- 
pronouncement 
en tirely 
foreign to our system of goy,- 
ernment, these regulations 
will become administrative 
law on Jan . 1,1974. 
Briefly, the new regulations 
drastically limit the potencies 
and combinations of food sup­ 
plements to a narrow rangé 
which w ill, according to 
F D A ’s own estimates, outlaw 
approximately 80 per cent of 
food supplements now being 
marketed. Higher potencies 
will then be available only 
with a doctor’s prescription— 
and more money, automati­ 
cally limiting general availa-* 
bility. And, one key to effec­ 
tive nutrition is availability— 
reduce the ready availability 
of nutrients and you reduce 
the likelihood of good nutri­ 
tion. 
There is plenty of room for 
differences of opinion among 
all classes of people as to 
what constitutes good nutri­ 
tion but when government be­ 
comes involved in the contro­ 
versy, a difference of opinion 
now becomes a crime against 
the state and the one with 
whom you disagree can use 
his police powers to bankrupt 
you, to put you out of busi­ 
ness, to levy a large fine 
against you, or even to put 
you in jail. And, the FD A 
doesn’t even claim that vita?- 
mins or health foods are toxic 
or otherwise harmful! 
All 
they were set up to do, by the 
way, was check for toxic sub-- 
stances and 
impurities 
in ' 
foods and drugs in interstate, 
commerce. 
Hep. Craig Hosmer, con­ 
gressman 
from 
California, 
has been fighting the excess­ 
es of the FD A practically 
alone for five years. He has 
introduced H.R. 643 which 
would stop the FD A in its 
tracks. Since he has had plen­ 
ty of experience writing such 
bills, Hosmer’s legislation is 
a masterpiece of simplicity. 
It would simply require the 
P'DA to define vitamins and 
minerals as foods rather than’ 
drugs. This is an important 
point, since it would prevent 
minerals and vitamins from 
being put into the prescrip­ 
tion category no matter how 
potent. It would also prohibit- 
the bureaucrats of FD A from 
“ their continued efforts to. 
ban the sales of truthfully la­ 
beled vitamin and mineral 
food supplements for reasons, 
other than fraud and safety.” 
At least 
160 Congressmen, 
have added their names as 
co-sponsors to his bill, H.R. 
6 43.1 haven’t been able to find, 
out how our Congressman, 
John B. Anderson, stands on 
this matter as I haven’t re­ 
ceived an answer to my note 
of Sept. 10, 1973 urging him to 
support this legislation. 
Virtua lly a millio n peo ple 
ha v e written letters to their 
representa tiv es in Wa shing ­ 
to n dema nding tha t the FDA 
be sto pped. Co ng ressma n 
Ho smer ha s submitted his bill 
to Co mmittee a t lea st fiv e 
times, a nd ea ch time it ha s 
been bo ttled up effectiv ely by 
the 10 men o n the Co mmittee 
who a re o ppo sed to curbing 
FDA ex cesses, the Ho n.

$200 million 
lawsuit over 
soybeans 


Optimism in newsprint 


CHICAGO <AP> - The Chi­ 
cago Board of Trade, world's 
largest commodity futures ex­ 
change. has been named de­ 
fendant in a $200 million class 
action suit charging its lim ita­ 
tion on soybean trade in June 
was illegal 
The suit, filed Tuesday in 
U.S District Court by Robert 
Lagorio. claimed that the board 
action limiting trade in July. 
August and September soybean 
and soybean meal options was 
illegal. 
The board decided June 21 
that any trade in the three op­ 
tions in both pits would be for 
liquidation of existing contracts 
and that any new sales would 
be for delivery purposes. 
The suit maintained that L a ­ 
gorio and all other individuals 
who held “ long" positions or 


contracts to buy soybeans and 
meal were damaged because 
the board action unnecessarily 


and unjustly denied a fair and 
equal m arket" by “ prohibiting 
new buying, but allowing new 
selling, creating an imbalance 
in favor of the sellers.” 
The suit also charged that 
sellers “ could find no new buy­ 
ers and that the price dropped 
... causing great damage to 
the long contract holders.” 


Earlier this year a Columbus, 
Ohio firm named the board in a 
suit, also class action, that al­ 
leged removal of trading limits 
on January 1973 futures con­ 
tracts was illegal because the 
public had not been given prop­ 
er notice. 
Board of Trade officials de­ 
clined comment on the suit. 


M O N TREA L (AP) - Settle­ 
ment of one strike and plans to 
resume negotiations in another 
today bolstered hopes, of an 
eventual return to full produc­ 
tion in Eastern Canada's news­ 
print industry.

But since that time, Unitas 
has never played against the 
Steelers in Pittsburgh, and only 
twice has he faced them. 
When the Colts played here in 
1968, he was sidelined with an 
injury and Earl Morrall was 
the quarterback.

Steelers here Sunday. 
Pittsburgh drafted Unitas in 
the ninth round in 1955, but 
then Steeler Coach Walt Kiesl- 
ing decided to go with veteran 
Jim Finks, backup Ted March- 
ibroda and rookie Vic Eaton, 
also a defensive back, as his 
three quarterbacks 
Unitas was released before 
the regular season began and 
failed to catch on with another 
National Football League team 
that year. 
In 1955, he played sandlot

The rest is well-known his­ 
tory. 
Unitas, now 40, was traded to 
the Chargers after last season, 
and just last week went over 
the 40,000-yard mark in passing 
yardage.
